Letter from Louisiana. 

NUMBER ELEVEN. 

Baldwin, La., April 27, 1874. 

Friend Humphries :—Again with 
pen in hand and but little in my head, I 
present myself. Our absorbing excite¬ 
ment is “high water." Our little anx¬ 
ieties about heat, delayed mails, rain, &c., 
are swallowed up in “high water." We 
don’t long for spring fashions, and if a 
grumbling mood comes on, we subdue it 
by thinking of the many who looked for¬ 
ward with hope to this year’s crops, and 
now with them the question is, not how 
many dresses can he bought, but can a 
root be keptover their heads and the dear 
ones saved from hunger. 

Every spring the tributaries of the 
Mississippi bring to it an immense vol¬ 
ume of water from the melting snows of 
Montana and other parts of the North, 
and the heavy rains in the Central and 
Southern states. When we consider the 
large extent of country drained by this 
mighty river and its tributaries, all won¬ 
der at the destructive force which it 
sometimes gathers oeases. Strong levees 
are built alqug the low countries to pro¬ 
tect them against overflows, but during 
springs which have heavy falls of snow 
that melt quickly, there is such a pres¬ 
sure against these banks that crevasses 
are made and floods of water let in upon 
adjoining lands. 

Since the spring of ’67 but little dam¬ 
age lias been done, but people stand 
aghast over the present prospects. The 
late snows and heavy rains have brought 
upon them a flood which no power but 
the Almighty can control. Gangs of men 
are at work upon the levees pearly all 
year around, and of Fuse every exertion 
has been made to strengthen them, and 
to keep in check the waters, but it was 
impossible. There are no w three crevasses, 
each one mile in length, and the river has 

rising waters of Grand lake. ( Judging 

j uxeir bei,4 must be forty miles apart.) 
j All of tho small streams are overflowed. 

BayouTeche, a little below the Home, has 
spread out over one bank only, until trees 
along the bank stand in the middle of the 
stream ; upon the other side i\ve woods 
and one cannot see how far it has spread, 
and it steadily rising, 

Ain estimate of the damage has been 
made and forwarded to Washington, with 
an appeal for help. The Brashaer News 
and other papers give it as follows : 
Nine of the largest and richest cotton 
growing parishes are inundated, in which 
were 250,000 acres of growing cotton, 
and 100,000 acres of corn. These esti¬ 
mates do not include hundi’eda of small 
farms whose owners have lost cattle, hogs 
and gardens. The population of these 
nine parishes is 20,393 whites, and 54,- 
033 blacks, according to the census of 
1870. There are fourteen sugar produc¬ 
ing parishes which suffer. The number 
of overflowed acres, tilled and untilled, 
in these parishes is 2,500,000. The 
population according to the samo census 
is 50,368 whites and 72,241 blacks. It 
is believed that in these inundated par¬ 
ishes there are 25,000 people actually 
suffering for tho necessaries of life, and 
that in less than sixty days the ftuiqber 
tfill be doubled, 

Let it be remenilieved that here people 
spend their money before it is earned, 
i. e. give mortgages or liens upon the 
coming crop to obtain needed money for 
the support of their families, then take 
into consideration tho army of laborers 
who are dependent upon each day’s work 
for food for tho next, and that the land 
must lie until July, of oourso crops are 
ruined—and you get an ide^ of the suffer¬ 
ing aroqnd ui People have lost their 
stock, liaye no money, no credit, no work 
and neither food nor shelter. Orders 
have been received to issue army rations 
and clothos to the sufferers, and in many 
places it is being done. One feels that 
this is indeed a “glorious Republic," when 
it responds so freely to tho cry of the 
needy, clothes the naked, and gives bread 
to the hungry. Boats are being used in 
tho streets of Brashaer city, and each 
day is expected to lie the last that trains 
run on the Morgan railroad between 
Brashaer aud Now Orleans, as much o 1 
the track is under water, but as the oonn- 
try is open prairie the difficulty is less 
than it would otherwise be. In that sec¬ 
tion plantations have been under water 
two weeks, and the planters have found 
homes elsewhere. I will not give the 
names of the distressed parishes, as you 
can readily see on any map the exjjosed 
portions of the state. One week ago to¬ 
day it rained. On the 17th, 18th and 
19th it rained, not a gentle jtour down 
as we occasionly seo at homo, but great 
blinding sheets of water fell upon us. 
Water blow down tho chimneys, sifted 
through the roof, ran in streams along 
the floors, coaxed itself through my win¬ 
dow, and trickled down upon the wall. 
Every path, hollow and drill channel 
was filled with water, the oane fields be¬ 
low the house were ooverod, and, as 
far as tho eye could roach, these lakelets, 
like silver threads, could be seen. Wa¬ 
ter everywhere oxcept in the pitcher for 
dinner, and I fell to wondering why ]>eo- 
1 pie hud not got Noah’s idea and built 
. thoir kitchens and outbuildings under 
one roof, as I got hungry before the chance 
came to dodge toth e eata bles bet ween d rops. 

’ (Nearly all kitchens are built under sep¬ 
arate roofs as the heat and smell of cook¬ 
ery would be very unpleasant during 


tbe warm months.) You think we would 
have been washed away if it had rained 
three days as I describe ? It did rain 
long hours in this manner, then the sun 
would shine out until the question was 
asked, “Is our storm over?" and again 
the black clouds would gather, and the 
“windows of heaven" open, and the rain 
torrent fall. It was so dark the greater part 
of these days that we could not enjoy 
reading or sewing. In my ignorance I 
gave up the garden and fields to a two 
weeks drying, but it was only a few days. 
The land is very level, so drains are kept 
open through all fields, and as everything 
is planted in drills, the water is soon 
carried to the bayou or the low swamps 
(or to China). The soil is unlike any 
other I ever saw ; it has the consistency 
of clay, with the richness and color of 
muck, and is naturally, I think, a cold 
soil. God’s provision for a hot climate, 
maybe. It hardens, or crusts over, and 
to me it seems strange that delicate shoots 
can pierce through. While hoeing, the 
men raise their hoes and strike and pound 
to break lumps, yet everything springs 
up as though the earth was a great yeast 
cake. The water has risen so high in the 
swamps that the deer are forced to come 
out for food, and are being hunted and 
shot. My little friend who sits by me 
tells me that in the large swamps, deer, 
bears and a few wolves and wildcats are 
found. But few hunt such game on their 
own territory. 

May 1st. The New Orleans Repub¬ 
lican says the Mississippi is forty miles 
wide near tl>Q Read of Grand Lake. It 
is reported that at Bayou Sallie, near the 
Morgan railroad, people are drowning, 
the flat boats not having reached them 
in time. For the past few days our mail s 
have come quite regularly, though late. 

I believe the routes have been changed. 
For a ^eek no Northern mail reached 
the city (New Orleans). Bayou Teche 
is still rising, and on the east side it has 
spread out. covering whole plantations. 
Water from the Mississippi and Grand 
Lake causes the continued rise. Grand 
Lake, about six miles distant, and three 
miles fromBayou Teehe, has rolled over 
so far that we are waiting to hear that 
its waters are pouring into the Bayou. 
Probably, though, w T e shall need no 
warning except that which the water will 
bring. Brashaer city has adjourned to 
the railroad bank, the paper of to-day 
states; and it is full of snakes that have! 
crawled, out upon the dry spots, proba¬ 
bly to find out what the commotion is 
about. It is prophesied that fevers will 

$v 1 have told you of our 

believe, but not of the tree. Saw one 
last week for tbe first time. Its trunk 
was as large around as a barrel, (I get 
no idea of feet by sight alone), and the 

branches spread out like those of the but¬ 
ternut tree. The leaves are large and 
regular, and the berry hangs from a short 
slender stem. A boy climbed the tree 
and shook off the ripe, sweet fruit, and 
we feasted. There axe many beautiful 
flower-bearing trees tliat grow as large 
as our maples. The first of last mont h 
the China trees were purple with clusters 
of delioate, sweet-scented flowers ; next 
fall they will give you bunches of white 
balls, like our snow drops. The Oatalpa 
tree has broad, irregular leaves, and 
flowers, nearly as large as a morning 
glory, in clustom of six or eight; the) 
are white with centers stained with dus¬ 
ky yellow, as though powder had been 
sprinkled over them. The Guava tree 
was covered for weeks with creautv white 
blossoms which resemble our alder flow¬ 
ers, but the single flower is larger and 
fragrant—and the leaf is thick, bright 
anil waxlike. 

Next time I write I can describe the 
most beautiful of all trees, the magnplia, 
as I expect to see it the last of the month 
“in all its glory arrayed.” The orange 
flower I cannot describe, but think it 
the most perfect blossom I ever saw, and 
the perfume is enough to bewitch one’s 
senses. “The breezes laden with the per¬ 
fume of the orange. flower" is to me a 
reality never to be forgotten. All ex¬ 
cept the last are forest trees, I think, as 
I find them in groves and along the road¬ 
side. I forgot to mention where I ought 
that the Guava tree bears a beiTy from 
which Guava jelly is made. The cedar 
trees are prettier than oars, and the 
odor is much stronger. Cypress is the 
principal building timber. It is a pecu¬ 
liar grower os it will thrive standing in 
tea fr et of water the year around. The 
live oaks ave evergreens and have pretty 
little acorns. They grow to an immense 
size in some parts of the South. 

The month of April was quite oold. 
Although the thermometer did not fall 
as low, yet think we had fewer warm days 
than in any of the winter months. This 
month we expect heavy, warm winds. 
Ladies here, when riding, often wear two 
thick vails,so I think there is a probabili¬ 
ty of my being “dun bi*own” before I see 
York state again.

How familiar tho old refrain sounds 
to some of us! Our fathers saug it in 
the first great temperance reform; so af¬ 
terwards the Washingtonians, tho Good 
Templars, the Bands of Hope and Sons 
of Temperanoe. An insignificant looking 
weapon is this pledge wherewith to fight 
so great a battle. Contemptibly small, 
like tho pebble in David’s sling, which 
yet smote through the skull of Goliath. 
Ha! many a hard skull of the Anakim 
giants has been cracked by this stone 
out of the temperance sling! (Temper¬ 
ance ding is mado of pure, cold water.) 
“Well, but we object to the pledge." We 
see that you do, in this one respect of 
temperance. But why in this resjject, see¬ 
ing you do not in others? A pledge is a 
promise, formally and positively given 
on papor or by word of mouth. You do 
not object to that op a principle of ordi¬ 
nary conduct. No important business 
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transaction is entered into without the 
exchange of written promises— pledges. 
You do not object, on entering the ser¬ 
vice of your employer, to make a written 
contract what service you will render as 
well as what wages you Will receive. 
You cannot beoome an officer under Gov¬ 
ernment, not even an Assemblyman, 
much less a Governor or President, with¬ 
out subscribing to an oatb or affirmation 
“to support the constitution of the Uni¬ 
ted States and the State of New York, 
and that I will faithfully discharge the 
duties of the office acc ording the best of 
my ability.” A very solemn pT53ge, but 
who objects to it? Where trust funds 
are concerned, as in the case of State 
and county treasurers, pledges must be 
subscribed by more than one hand for 
each officer, and the obligations must be 
monied as well as moi*al. In fact, the 
giving of pledges is a part of the com¬ 
mon machinery of life without which so¬ 
ciety could not get on. Who thinks of 
discarding promises of this sort as if they 
were inconsistent with one’s dignity or 
manhood, binding a man to do what he 
can do as well without giving his 
word and bond? 

The public common sense decides oth¬ 
erwise, and says such pledges are proper 
and they are imperative. 

Is it any the less so in morals? In 
this world of temptation and with our 
wayward inclinations, the worst tempters, 
must not a man, who will be pure, gird 
himself by solemn vows of duty to him¬ 
self and God. Everywhere vicious appe¬ 
tites and associates call him to their side; 
can he be safe only as he answers with 
an emphatic no ? 

Again and again must he respond io 
the encouraging voice of a conscience 
within,“/tui//. I will." No young man 
is safe that does not continually make 
promises of faithfulness to himself and 
to God. A resolution made in solemnity 
has often stamped the whole future life. 
Holy Scripture predicts that thus relig¬ 
ion shall yet gain ascendency over indi¬ 
vidual hearts and throughout the world. 
“One shall say, I am the Lord, and an¬ 
other shall call himself by the name of 
Jacob, and another shall subscribe with 
his hand unto the Lord and surname 
himself by the name of Israel." 

L We say, then, especially to young 
men :—Sign the pledge: for it is girding 
energies upon your own mind. It can do 
you no harm. Rightly done, it can but 
be healthful in determining you in pur¬ 
poses of sobriety and virtue. For its influ¬ 
ence upon others, do not say with Cain, 


courses, whom the signing of the pledge 

might redeem, to themselves, their 
friends and society. Your example is 
needed to aid in winning them. They 
know not their danger, nor why they 
should be made the conspicuous excep¬ 
tion in this act. They have not the mor¬ 
al strength to put their hands alone to 
such a pledge of abstinence, cheer them 
by your example; lend your strength to 
their weakness. Conscience will approve 
and God bless you in your deed. — Ex¬ 
change.

Carlyle’s Letter to a Young Mas. 

A recently published English book 
contains an original letter from Thomas 
Carlyle to its author which lias never 
before been in print. We quote the fol¬ 
lowing golden passage; 

It would give me true satisfaction, 
could any advice of mine contribute to 
forward you in your honorable course of 
self-improvement; but a long experience 
has taught me that advice can profit but 
little; that there is a good reason why 
“advice is so seldom followed”—this 
reason, namely, that it is so seldom, and 
can almost never be rightly given. No 
man knows the state of another; it is al¬ 
ways to some more or less imaginary 
man that the wisest and most honest ad¬ 
viser is speaking. 

As to the books which you, whom I 
know so little of, should read, there is 
hardly anything definite can be said. 

For one thing, you may be strenuously 
advised to keep reading. Any good book, 
any book that is wiser than yourself will 
teach you something—a great many 
things, indirectly and directly, if your 
mind be open to learn. This good coun¬ 
sel of Johnson’s is also good aud univer¬ 
sally applicable: Read tho book you do 
honestly feel a wish and curiosity to 
read. The very wish and curiosity indi¬ 
cates that you then and there are the 
person likely to get good out of it. “Our 
wishes are presentiments of our capabil¬ 
ities:” that is a noble saying, of deep 
encouragement to all true men; applica¬ 
ble to our wishes and effort* in regard to 

the objects that look wonderful or beau- 

one which looks wondorfulest, beautiful- 
est. You will gradually by various trials 
(which trials seo that you make honest, 
manful ones, not silly, short, fitful ones) 
discover what is for you the wonderfulest, 
beautifulest: what is your true element 
and province, and be able to abide by 
that. Truo desire, the monition of na¬ 
ture, is ffiuch to be attended to. But 
here also you are to discriminate care¬ 
fully between true desire and false. The 
medical men tell us we should eat what 
we truly have an appetite for; but what 
we only falsely have an appetite for, we 
should resolutely avoid. It is very true. 


And flimsy, “desultory" readers, who 
fly from foolish book to foolish book, and 
good of none, and mischief of all-are 
these as foolish, unhealthy eaters, 
i mistake their superficial false desire 
Bpideries and confeotionaries for the 
real appetite, of which even they are not 

quieter, after solid nutritive food 1 With 
these illustrations I will recommend John¬ 
son’s advise to you. 

Another thing, and only one other I 
▼ill say. All Books are properly the 
record of the history of past men. What 


thoughts past men had in them ; whn 
actions past men did j the summary : 
all books whatsoever lies there. It L on 
thm ground that the class of books spec¬ 
ifically named History can be safel v 
recommended as the basis of all study of 
books ; the preliminary to all right and 
lull understanding of anything we cau 
expect to find in books. Past histon 
and especially the past history of one’s 
own native country—everybody may I 
advised to begin with that. Let hip 
study that faithfully, innumerable in¬ 
quiries, with due indications, will branch 
out from it; he has a broad beatc^ 
highway from which all the country is 
more or less visible—there traveling, let 
him choose where he will dwell. 

Neither let mistakes nor wrong dim -" 
tions, of which every man, in his studies 
and elsewhere, falls into many, discour- 
ago you. There is precious instruction 
to be got oy finding that we were wrong. 
Let a man try faithfully, manfully to be 
right. ^ It is fit bottom tho condition 
on which all men have to cultivate 
themselves. Our very walking is an 
i i\cQ&89.xit falling ; a falling and a catching 
of ourselves before we come actually to 
the pavement ! It is emblematic of all 
things a man does. 

In conclusion, I will remind you that 
it is not by books alone, or by books chief¬ 
ly, that amanbecomesin allpoints a man. 
Study to do faithfully whatsoever thing 
in your actual situation, there and how, 
you find either expressly or tacitly laid 
to your charge—that is you post; stand 
by it like a true soldier ; silently devour 
the many chagrins of it, as all human, 
situations ~fckve many ; and be your aim 
not to quit it without doing all that it a 
least, required of you. A man perfect 
himself by work much more than by 
reading. They are a growing kind of men 
that can wisely combine the two things ; 
wisely, valiantly, can do what is laid to 
their hands in their present sphere, and 
prepare themselves withal for doing oth¬ 
er wider things, if such lie before them. 
With many good wishes and encourage¬ 
ments, I remain yours sincerely,

Nova of tlio ’Week. 

Tlie United States Senate Thursday 
‘ ‘ ~ . 8 ubsti- 


passed the Finance Committee’s 
tute for the House Free Banking bill, 
amended so as to provide for free bank¬ 
ing, with a redemption of 25 per cent, 
of legal tenders for the amount of new 
bank notes issued. The legal tenders are 
to be funded into four and a half per 
cent, coin bonds, to be issued in 1878 
and running for fifteen years. The legal- 
tender maximum is fixed at $382,000,- 
000 . 

On Thursday President Grant issued 
a proclamation recognizing Baxter as 
the legal Governor of Arkansas, and 
warning all turbulent and disorderly per¬ 
sons to disband and go their homes with¬ 
in ten days. The proclamation was re¬ 
ceived with demonstration of rejoicing 
at Little Rock; stores were re-opened, 
and trains on the railroads resumed reg¬ 
ular running. There is a general feeling 
of relief in Washington. Letter address¬ 
ed to the Governor have been ordered 
given to Baxter. Brooks’ forces have sur¬ 
rendered, and Baxter’s forces will dis¬ 
band as soon as public safety will admit. 

William A. Buckingham was unani¬ 
mously renominated United States Sen¬ 
ator by the Republican member^ of the 
Connecticut legislature on Thursday. 

The Czar of Russia anti the Grand 
Duke Alexis are in England. 

The cornerstone of the American Mus¬ 
eum of Natural History in Central Park, 
New Ycrk, will be laid by President 
Grant, Tuesday, June 2d.. 

A conference of temperance Republi¬ 
cans will be held in Syracuse the first 
\yeek in June. 

Forty-three, ladies wui’e aiTested in 
Cincinnati, Saturday, while praying in 
front of saloons, but released on parole 
to appear for trial. 

At day-break, Saturday, the dam of a 
reservoir on Mills River, in Hampshire 
County, Mass, broke away and flooded 
the towns along its banks, Williamsburg, 
Haydenville, and Leeds, causing a great 
loss of life, reaching about 200 men, wo¬ 
men and children, and the loss of $ 5 , 000 ,- 
000 worth of property. A large number 
of houses were swept away with the in¬ 
mates yet in bed, and some of the fac¬ 
tories were full of operatives. A large 
share of the property belonged tq the 
Hayden estate, and the rest was ow.ned 
by various companies and ( p^va^e indi¬ 
viduals. 

The whole number of postal cards fur¬ 
nished the post-offices throughout the 
C nited States for the year ending May 
11 was 113,662,000.
